in self-defense; that his step-father haul up­ 
braided him and chased him into the cellar, 
where he attempted to strike him, and that 
be then shot the deceased. 
Affidavits set­ 
ting forth the above facts, sworn to by the 
detective-* 
1 0 who ee hearing Armstrong 
made the confession, were presented in the 
police court when Armstrong was arraigned, 
and Jndg* W ahh remanded the prisoner to 
await the action of the grand jury. 
The pistol with which Armstrong shot Lis 
step-father was found Wednesday afternoon. 
Armstrong, in his confession to the police, 
hold them that after ieavirg the scene of tne 
tragedy he went to the pier of the Jersey 
C ity annex boat, and seeing no one looking, 
dropj**d the piftol overboard.

to get clear out of the country before the 
body was discovered, and once in Australia 
I thought it would be easy to bury my iden­ 
tity in the East Indies until thiugs had been 
forgotten. 
I w ill show you bow entirely I 
trusted Preller and how completely I was his 
assistant in this scheme, 
when 1 tell you 
that 1 don t know to-day how large aq in­ 
surance he earned on his life. 
I knew it was 
for a big sum, and gave my help in the enter­ 
prise solely because he was an old friend and 
associate. 
Where he Is, or what arrange­ 
ments 1 have for communicating with him, 
of course ’tis out of the question for ine to 
tell, but you can rest assured of the accu­ 
racy of the»e facts 1 have given you, and 
they will all be proven on triaL 
Having been asked wby ho changed hi» 
name, Maxwell gave tho following explana­ 
tion, which is clever, to say tbe least: “ You 
can’t blame me for lying t o these {people. 
Here is a crowd of reporters, some of whom 
try to wheedlo and others to bully my secret« 
from me. 
Then come detectives, and say 
this thing and that haa been discovered; we

A Trip to th* Ochichab ee Country anti 
Sotne Facts Ab out Kociaimed Laud 


— D r e d gi n g t he S w a m p s a n d 
Building Canals. 


fCor. Inter Ocea n.) 
Three oi us arranged for a trip dowa the 
Kissimmee valley 
into 
the 
Okechob ee 
country . 
We secured the little end-wheel 
steamer, Rosalie, one of a fleet of five or 
six small c-Faft that ply these inland waters 
in ob edience to passenger or freight demand. 
I may 3av that the passenger demand has 
not amounted to much as y et, for the facili­ 
ties are exceedingly limited, and the dredges 
can only i>e passed once a day . 
The trip 
only possessed added 
attractions to our 
little p arty of two gentlemen and one lady 
b ecause of the small experience in “roughin'* 
it” which it would involve. 
The b oat was one used in convey ing sup­ 
plies to the dredges of the Okochob ee Land 
company , and consequently had no cab ins. 
There was a room b elow where six or eight 
persons could eat comfortab ly , b ut the dec! 
ab ove was quite open. 
We started from this enterprising town 
ar. 1 first made the trip across Lake Toho- 
pakaliga with b ut one stop—a distance of 
fifteen miles. 
The stop was made at Pine 
island, the handsome reclaimed property of 
Capt. Rosa 
Capt. Rose was the pioneer in 
most of the arduous lab ors connected with 
the inception of the vast drainage opera­ 
tions undertaken b y the Okechob ee com­ 
pany . 
As we headed toward the foot of the lake 
and pushed off again, the captain pointed to 
the east and said: 
, 
‘ Yonder is the mouth of the canal which 
leads into Lake East Tohopekaliga, a sheet 
< f water extending over an area of twenty - 
one square 
miles, 
and 
only drained, 
prior to the 
b uilding 
of 
the canal, 
b y sewage through 
intervening 
saw- 
grass. 
The canal 
is 
a 
little 
over 
three 
miles long, and has a fall of 
over 
six feet. 
When the canal was completed 
the current was so furiously rapid that a 
dam had to b e b uilt. 
The lake was low­ 
ered nearly seven feet I am now tearing 
nway the dam, as the current has spent it­ 
self. in order that a steamer may b e en­ 
ab led to ply daily b etween Kissimmee City 
and Narcoosee, the thriviug English colony 
on Lake East Tohopekaliga .n 
I shall not worry the reader with statis­ 
tics, b ut find it impossib le to proceed with­ 
out giving the b riefest possib le resume of 
the work already done in the way of drain­ 
in g a n d r e d e e m in g the terra incognita 
l>e- 
t ween this city and Cape 8 ab le. 
The company was chartered in ISSI, and 
Las a concession for reclaiming 8 ,000,000 
acres of land in the southern half of the 
peninsula, with the right and title to half of 
the land thus reclaimed. 
The first survey s 
were made in 1SS2 in the country west of 
Lake Hicb pochee, with reference to a drain­ 
age canal extending from Lake Okechob ee 
to the head waters of the Caloosahatchie 
river, extending through Lake Hichpoehee 
and Lake Flirt. 
A dredge came up the 
Caloosahatchie to Lake Flirt, and then cut 
its way through an immense growth of low 
grass on to Lake Okechob ee, excavating 
twenty -two miles of canal that is six feat 
deep b y forty -four wide. 
The canal is now 
b eing widened to 200 feet and deepened to 
ten feet. 
The canal has already lowered 
Lake 
Okechob ee three feet 
Considering that tha 
superficial area is something like 
1,000 
square miles, this reduction is a significant 
one. 
After a charming ride of nearly three 
ho :rs over Lake Tohopekaliga, we entered 
the jetties that havo b een b uilc from the 
mouth of the canal at 8 outh Port out into 
the lake. 
fciouth Port is simply the name applied to 
the i lace, where a sugar farm, b elonging to 
the Okechob ee company , is located. 
There 
are half a dozen houses occupied b y the 
operatives, and some of the families of men 
engaged in working on dredges a few miles 
down the -valley ,” b ut no postofTice. 
We 
went ashore here and had a chance to see 
what this redeemed land is capab le of 
doing. 
Here we were, tripping along the 
lank on ground which was covered in from 
two 
to 
three 
feet of water b ut two 
y ears ago. 
Was this Florida? There was 
no sand visib le. 
The ground appeared in­ 
stead to b e a rido, b lack loam. I approacb ol 
the b anks of the canal, and saw from the 
cut that this was not a thin crust of surface 
muck, b ut a stratum at least eig'ut feet 
thiCtt on the average. 
There was a small 
sugar mill m operation, and a shed near b y 
where the cane juice wasjb eing b oiled down 
.nto sy rup, instead of b eing made into 
sugar, a* the present state of the m arket fa- 
v rs the manufacture of sy rup rather than 
sugar. 
N.-ar b y were patches of cane from twelve 
to fifteen feet in height, of perfect stand, 
and an average diameter of very nearly two 
mchea 
Evidently this cane should have 
b een cut weeks b efore, as it was already 
b adly choked with an undergrowth of rat- 
tcou-. 
1 noticed that the cane was finely 
tab led like the cane grown in Cub a. 
“ V\ hen was this canal put through” 
I in­ 
quired of a b y stander who seem *1 to b e in 
authority . 
“Just ab out two y ears ago,” 
was the response. 
“ A little over a y ear ago 
the work of clearing thè land was b egun, 
and a few weeks later the cane was planted. 
For b reaking the land a team of two ordin- 
urp mules « a i uièd; for cultivating, one 
mule. 
The season was very’ unpropitious, 
tu» >pnng b eing dry and the fall extremely 
wit. b ut the y ield is, as y ou tee, enor- 
men.*.” 
“ You didn’t use a ny feitUlxa r upon such a 
rich-looking muck?” 
“ None at a ll. 
From one-twentietu of an 
acre here we cut 8 00 sta lks of ca ne, from 
which we expressed 200 ga llons of juice, a n 
average of ojie qua rt per sta lk. 
Ma ny sta lks 
would y ield two qua rts of juioe. Thirty *five 
gallons of syrup were ma de from the Juice. 
This would be equiva lent to ra ising Id,000 
bta lks per a cre, conta ining 4.000 ga llons of 
juice, and yielding TOO ga llons of syrup. 
This showing would ha ve been 20 per cent, 
b etter b ad we possessed first-cla ss a ppa ­ 
ra tus, ” 
“Is there much such recla imed la nd a s 
thiiP I a sked. 
“ Thccsa nls of a eree a ll the wa y from here 
t o Punta La ssa . Of course, there is some 
hopeless s 
' 
. . . . . 


"am i) scattered along aiso, b ut u 
t* lair to say -that agriculturally this will b e 
ihe garden of the state down here a few 
y ears hence.” 
‘TIow long is this canal?” 
“ Three miles and three-quarters. 
At this 
end it is ten feet deep b y seventy wide. 
Down y onder y ou can see dredge No. 3 at 
work enlarging it. 
Bey oni the dredge the 
depth is only six feet a a l the w idth thirty - 
six. ” 
After inspecting potato and ether crops 
that were similarly rank we b oarded the 
Rosalie and b egan the trip through t> canal 
to Lake Cy press. 
When we reached the 
dredge our whistle sounded, and in response 
the stay s b y which the dredge maintained its 
position on the east side were folded b ack so 
os to a llow us to pa ss. 
ODDITIES IN ART. 


A C O L L E C T IO N OF CA R IC A T U R ES ON 
E X H IB IT IO N IN BOSTON. 


Reaching the Heights of Realism —Turn­ 
er's “Slavo 
Ship ” —Festivals of the 
“Zig/.ag Coterie” —A Big Show of 
Extravagant Caricatures. 


I Cor. Brooklyn Ea gle.] 
Among recent oddities in the way of 
picture exhib itions was the display of cari­ 
catures in Boston. 
This was not a collection 
of caricatures of men or events, b ut a piece 
of genial satire on a rt itself. 
Painters are 
quick to detect whatever is individual in a 
man’s art aud b y exaggerating his charac 
teristics it i- easy to produce caricature. 
Oddities of sub ject, peculiarities of drawing, 
the use of tone and color afford themes 
enough for those delicate pretenses of imlta 
tion that y oung painters of ab ility are apt 
in evolving. 
And, as b etween wit and mad 
ness, so b etween picture and caricature thin 
partitions separate that nvhich makes one 
nob le and the other ridiculous. 
Under 
name* like “J. J. 
Any thing” and “J. M, 
Gaugandsmile”--parodies of Enneking and 
Gaugengigl—those y oung Bostonians pre­ 
sented a series of clever takeoffs for pub lic 
inspection. 
A “Still Life," b y “Emil Snarl- 
« on,” exhib ited a group of glasses and b lack 
b ottles, together with fish and lemons; and 
the height of realism was reached in ap­ 
pending real herring and lemons to the 
frame and canvas, so that they hung out of 
the picture and streamed over a tab le. 
Turner’s “Slave Ship,” alway s a legitimate 
sub ject for ridicule, showed the usual to­ 
mato colored sea with iron rings and other 
ponderous ol j?cts floating on the surface, as 
in the original. 
Bastieu Lepage’s “Joan oi 
Arc” figured as the ultimate of the p aint­ 
er’s ideal. 
A slight change turns her into a 
washerwoman, and the vision that she sees 
through the b ack of her head, appearing 
like outline puzzles amid the b ranches and 
foliage, are clothes hung out to dry in the 
little y ard. 
The media employ ed in the pro­ 
duction of the pictures are oil, water color 
charcoal, mucilage, hair, old fish, dried 
grass, toy s and sundry other materials, and 
it is said that while the want of feeling (for 
the caricatured ones) is deplorab le, the tech­ 
nique is masterly . 
The ridiculousness of the 
show is emphasized b y a sumptuous setting 
of rugs, flowers, b rie -o-b rac, screen*, dra* 
peries and divans. 
The catalogue is amusing, and the adver­ 
tisements are the choicest p art of i t 
8 ome 
of them read thus: 
“A lady who paints for 
her own amazement will take a few pupils 
in the same .specialty ,” 
“An art student 
whose health will not perm it him to etudy 
b etween meals, desires to ab andon art and 
b ecome a critic.” 
“An artist who has suf­ 
fered many y ears from on inflamed palotte, 
desires to state that he has b een entirely 
cured b y the use of a preparation of b itu 
men. 
Bold only b y the stick, like glue.” 
Thera 
is no harm in thri fooling 
and the 
artist-: who are reputed to b e angry a t b eing 
carticaturod are foolish in m anifesting their 
displeasure. 
The pupil of a well known landscape 
painter, a y oung men of wealth and leisure, 
who b elongs to club s and all that sort of 
thing, 
b ut who has 
a 
dish 
of the 
Bohemian 
in 
him, 
inaugurated 
some 
y ears 
ago a series of 
annual 
“jum- 
Loroes,” known as the festivals of the 
“Zigzag C iterie”—the term “zigzag” having 
evidently b een applied as significant of the 
effect of similar celeb rations on the home­ 
ward gait of the participants. 
In the mid­
